idea—that of tne symbolism 
of the Divine will revealed to 
man.”’ 

Masons, then, regard the Bible 
as only one of many sacred books, 
the one as good as the other, 
for Masonic purposes. A Moham- 
medan can be as good a Mason 
as a preacher. The Hindu religion 
fits in as well with Masonry as 
does the Christian religion, so 
this Masonic Encyclopedia plain- 
ly says. 

{ have personally talked with 
Masons who have told me they 
were present in Masonic Lodges 
in foreign countries when the 
sacred book, used as the great- 
cr light, was not the Bible, but 
the Koran, the sacred book of 
the Mohammedans. 

Christian people who are mem- 
bers of lodges will be shocked 
by these facts. You may be temp- 
ted not to believe them. If so, 
then I advise you to go to the 
Masonic Library in the Scottish 
Rite Cathedral in Dallas and read 
these. articles for yourself. Or you 
may talk to any really well in- 
formed Mason who is a lecturer, 
of recognized learning among 
Masons and he will verify what 
I have said. 

That does not mean that the 
Masonic leaders will like for me 
to expose this, for they will not 
like it. But they cannot deny 
the facts which I here write. 
Modernists, Fundamentalists, be- 
lievers and unbelievers are all 
alike to the lodges. 
Protestant, Jew or»~Gentile, Chris- 
tian and Heathen ‘wre alll accept- 
ed as Masons. They need only be- 
lieve that there is a supreme 
being. They need not believe the 
Bible. They need not believe that 
Jesus is the Son of God. They 
need not claim to have been 
born again. The Mohammedan 
the Confucionist,the Brahman and 
he heathen American Indian 4 
yelieve there is a God, but thei 
God is not the God of the 
Bible. Their religion is not 
Christianity, but it is enough re- 
ligion to be a good Mason. The 
fact is that for many, many 
years in Europe and in other Lat- 
in countries Masonic Lodges were 


made up largely of Free-think- 
ers. 

What is true about Masonic 
Lodges is largely~ true about 
other secret orders. They are 
made up largely of unsaved 
people. The standards are not 


Christian standards, usually. For 
a Christian to be bound by oath 
in a secret order with unsaved 
people hinders the Christian’s in- 


fluence, leads Him away from 
spiritual power and displeases 
God. 

This is the reason that the 


scripture in II Corinthians 6:14- 
18 plainly forbids Christians from 
joining lodges with unsaved 
people. 

“Be ye not unequally yoked 
tegether with unbelievers: 
for what fellowship hath right- 
eousness with unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light 
with darkness? 15. And what 
concord hath Christ with Be- 
lial? or what part hath he that 
believeth with an infidel? 16. 
And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for 
ye are the temple of the liv- 
ing God; as God hath said, I 
will dwell in them, and walk 
in them; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my 
people. 17. Wherefore come 
out from among them, and be 
ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; 
and I will receive you, 18. And 
will be a Father unto you, 
and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Al- 
mighty.”’
